“Most people wonder from time 
to time how we know that Christ 
was born on December 25,” he 
comments.

joicing in the ancient pagan world. 
Attractive as this theory is, how- 
ever, it is not borne out by the 
facts. ‘ 

The earliest existing evidence 
for the date of December 25 Js 
in the -work-of-a—Lati 
torian of the year 354 B. C., who 
wrote in an account of the period 
of Caesar Augustus that “Christ 
was born in Bethlehem of Judah, 
in the reign of King Herod, on the 
eighth day before the Kalends of 
January and the fifteenth day 
after new moon.” The Kalends 
was a Roman religious festival 
which came near the frst of Jan- 
uary 

Other evidence does no more 
than suggest that Christ was born 
at about this time, Professor Cop- 
ley says.
